LOCKED OUT OF THE VAULT, 


A Vexatious Delay at the Adams Na- 


tional Bank Thursday Morning. 


The Adams National bank found itself 


in trouble with its vault Thursday morn- 
ing for the second time. About six weeks 
ago the lock of the outside door gave out, 
and it was necessary to tear the door to 
pieces to get into the vault. Thursday 
morning the inside door could not be 
opened. The lock on this door is a Yale 
double dial, an entirely different lock 
from the one on the outside door, and 
during theSO years that the vault has been 
in use neither lock had ever given any 
trouble before. 


Fortunately for the bank, Vice Presi- 


dent Herring of the Herring»vHall-Marvm. 
Safe company of New York happened to 
be in the city, he having come to submit 
to the bank a proposition to put on to the 
vault an outside door in place of the one 
which had to be destroyed. He went to 
work trj ing to open the door, but became 
discouraged, and a telegram was for- 
warded to his company to send on an ex- 
pert. Mr. Herring continued his efforts* 
however, aud a little later succeeded in 
opening the door, greatly to the relief of 
the bank: men. 
The trouble with the 


lock proved to be trivial, aud it is now 
working as well as ever.

field, and Judge, right field. Left field 
was vacant. 


Powers of THE TRANSCRIPT was the 


first man to bat and he got to first, and 
before three men were out six runs had 
been scored. 


THE TRANSCRIPT then took the field 


and were as follows: Marrin, catcher; 
Powers, pitcher; Miles, first base; D. J. 
Finnegan, second base; Kesfe, short stop; 
Eowan, third base; McDonald, right, field; 
McMahon, center field, and left field was 
vacant. 


The Herald men came to bat with blood

A FRENZIED MOB 


Fired the Beautegard School Bui!d= 


ing 
Fearing 
Yellow 


Fever Contagion. 


New Orleans, Sept. 21.—Efficient work 


by the fire department in the face of the 
attacks of a mob enabled the department 
this morning to save the main portion of 
the Beauregard school building. 
Only 


the annexes of the structure were reduced 
to ashes. The alarm was soandeoVat 12.30 
a, m. 


After the mass meeting of citizens held 


last night a riotous crowd gathered 
around the building and openly threat- 
ened that at the first opportunity they 
would fire it. 
Sisters 
of 
Charity 


together with help from the hospi- 
tal had been 
putting 
the 
building 


in order for the reception of yellow fever 
patients. At nightfall Surgeon Bloom of 
the hospital, the Bisters and others had 
been warned that they had best leave the 
building. 
They did so, helped by Sister 


Agnes and treaded their way through a 
dense crowd of panic stricken citizens. 


Then a small force of police were or- 


dered to the scene. But the mob bent ou 


incendiarism were eharper than the 
guards aud while the police were busily 
engaged in attempting to quell the riotous 
crowd in front of the building, two incen- 
diaryists, with a S-gallon can of oil. pro- 
ceeded to the rear and quickly had the 
building in flames. 


An alarm was turned in, but the firs 


engine had scarcely arrived when its hose 
was cut. When other engines arrived 
their hose was also destroyed by the mob. 
Chief Gaster and Captain Journee finally 
arrived in a patrol wagon with a big equad 
of officers, which beat the mob back. 
Then the firemen went actively to work 
and succeeded in preventing the absolute 
destruction of the building. 


It is fair to say that the action of the 


mob is roundly denounced en all aides 
this morning. The school is a handsome 
building, entirely isolated and situated in 
the center oi' a large square. There was 
no danger ot infection from it and the 
people in tlie neighborhood are unduly 
alarmed.

THE PRESIDENTS STAY. 


How the Day Was Passed Yester= 


day. 
Event at Adams 
Tomorrow. 


Today was not very propitious for Pres- 


ident MoKinley's -visit to his friend, John 
Sloane of Lenox. Nevertheless the party 
started for the aristocratic town of Berk- 
shire at 12 29 o'clock, in the special car 
attached to the regular train. Mr. and 
Mrs. 
C. T, Plnnkett did not accompany 


the party. They remained at home on 
account of the death of Mrs. Plun- 
kett's aunt in Brooklyn, N. Y., whose fu- 
neral will probably occur at Pittsfield Sat- 
urday. 
The morning at ttoe Plnnkett 


resident passed without incident. The 
guests rested and received 
masses of 


choice flowers that were sent them by ad- 
mirers. Photographs of the party were 
made. 
Secretary and Mrs. Long left for Dalton 


on 
the 
9,47 o'clock train 
to 
visit 


ex-Lieutenant Governor Byron Q. Wes- 
ton, who is ill. Mr. and Mrs. Long will 
hurry on to their home at Hingham and 
to Washington, where they expect to ar- 
rive Monday. 


As far as is mapped out, the program 


during the president's stay in Berkshire is 
the Lenox visit today, the corner-stone 
laying Saturday, the reception at Forest 
park Saturday evening, attending the 
Congregational church Sunday, resting on 
Monday or the visit to Lenox and return 
to Washington on Tuesday or Wednesday, 
It is quite likely that the president will 
say a few words to the Congregational 
Sunday school, for last Sunday W. B. 
Plunkett told the school tbat it might 
have distinguished visitors next Sunday. 
The report that Vice President Hobart 
would join the presidential party 
in 


Berkshire cannot be confirmed. 


On the way to Pittstteld today there 


were crowds of persons at every depot. 
At Berkshire there was quite a large 
crowd 
considering the 
size of the 


place. About 2000 people greeted 
the 


president at Pittsfleld with enthusiastic 
and prolonged cheering. 
The tally hos 


were taken at the depot and the party 
rode to the public square where thousands 
had congregated. 
The president shook 


hands with a large number and resumed 
his journey to Lenox without making a 
speech. The program at Lenox will be as 
has been arranged and already pointed] 
weather permitting. 


Thursday at Adams. 


President McKinley, Secretaries Long 


and Algerand Attorney-General MoKenna 
had a quiet day at Adams Thursday. They 
enjoyed short drives and visited the mil- 
lion dollar mill of the Berkshire company. 
Late in the day the president decided that 
he would lay the corner stone of the 
Adams memorial and public library 
building tomorrow afternoon, which will 
give Adams as well as North Adams a 
public appearance of the president. 


The, day was a little dull at Adams 


Thursday. The weather was threatening 
and prevented very enthusiastic partici- 
pation in outdoor enjoyment. The presi- 
dential party did not venture out until the 
afternoon. The president and party en- 
joyed a good night's rest and arose Thurs- 
day morning in excellent spirits. The 
president remarked that he had not had a 
better night's rest for some time. Miss 
McKinley and Miss McKenna enjoyed a 
quiet walk about the grounds of the resi- 
dence before breakfast. 
Breakfast oc~ 


curred at 9 o'clock. 


At 10.30 o'clock President MoKinley, 


Secretaries Alger and Long and Attorney- 
General McKenna met in the parlor to dis- 
cuss affairs of state. The conference lasted 
until 12.30, and its length cave rise to con- 
siderable speculation as to the matters 
that wera being considered. It was the 
opinion of some, acquainted with national 
affairs, that the purchasing of the Union 
Pacific mortgage was the subject of the 
conference. 
This was denied later in the 


day. Secretary Long said the conference 
was not of weighty importance and that 
little but minor postoffice matters in the 
West was discussed. 
The secretary said 


the meeting was simply an informal one, 
such as are often held, and that there was 
nothing in particular to talk . about as 
most matters of public business had been 
attended to before the departure from 
Washington. 
Secretary Long said, how- 


ever, that the Union Pacific matter was 
reaching a climax, but added that Attor- 
ney-General McKenna was more compe" 
teut to speak on that. Executive Clerk 
Cortelyon was present for some time at 
the informal meeting. 


One of the happenings of the day that 


was very pleasing to the president was a 
call by appointment of prominent officers 
and members of the Home Market club. 
These prominent callers were 
Mayor 


Charles A. Stark of Lowell, president of 
the club; Col. Albert Clarke, secretary of 
the club; C. H. Sampson and E. P. Wil- 
bur of Boston, members of the executive 
committee, and Col. Bphraim Stearns. 


To Adams people and in fact to all those 


in this vicinity who wish to see the presi- 
dent again the thing of most importance 
yesterday was the president's willing ac- 
ceptance to attend and take part in the 
ixercises of laying the corner stone of the 
Adams memorial and public library build- 
ng. The acceptance was announced in 
;he afternoon shortly after luncheon. 


Luncheon was had at 1.30 o'clock and at 


3 o'clock a, delegation from George E. 
Sayles post, Grand Army, waited upon 
;he president to invite him to attend the 
laying of the corner stone. The delega- 
tion consisted of Commander F. E. Mole 
of the post, and Comrades James C. Chal- 
mers, H. H. Wellington and F. W. Spald- 
mg. The delegation made known their 
mission to the president, and he replied 
to them: "Gentlemen, I am in your town, 
and if there is anything of interest going 
on 1 want to see it. I will attend tjie ex- 
ercises and put the stone in position, but 
you must not expect me to make any re- 
marks. I wish to be at perfect liberty." 


The prominent Adams men who.voted 


on the president relative to the corner 
stone laying considered the president's 
:onvenienoe anil fixed the hour and day 
"or the exercises of laying ihe corner 
tone for Saturday afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
when the president returns from his visit 
o John Sloan of Lenox, The post, will 


an-ange a program, but have not yec der- 
ided what it will be. 


The committee in charge immediately 


sent invitations to the Grand Army posts 
of this city, 'Williamstown, Pittsfleld 
Dalton and Shelburne Falls. An escort, 
to the president will be made np from the 
veterans, which will conduct him from 
the special train on its arrival fromJLenox 
to the site of the memorial building. The 
train may either stop at the Park street 
crossing and the procession move up Park 
street to the building's side or continue 
to the depot and the march take place 
from the depot to Park street and to the 
site. A silver trowel will be used by the 
president in placing the stone, and the 
trowel, properly inscribed, will become 
the property of the president, to be treas- 
ured in the memorial building. It is prob- 
able that some record of the exercises 
will be placed In the stone. 


The operatives in the big Berkshire No. 


8 mill were honored by a visit from the 
presidential party Thursday 
morning. 


Immediaiely after the audience given to 
the Grand Army committee the presi- 
dential party, accompanied by their hosts, 
took carriages for a short drive about 


] town. They returned by the 
way of 


Berkshire mill No. 3, the largest of the 
plant built in expectation of a McKinley 
tariff. The party entered the mill, and 
every loom and other piece of machinery' 
was set in motion. The operatives were 
all at their posts and the party was 
treated to an observation of practical 
mill working. 
In the weave and other 


rooms, where the machinery takes the 
form of longrows, an American flag hung 
from every machine and swayed and 
fluttered in the air currents made by the 
machinery's motion. The sight was an 
unusually attractive one. 
The women 


simply ascended from floor to floor on the 
elevator. 
The other 
members of the 


party were shown over the mill by W. B. 
Plunkett, C. T. Plunketc and Supi. Z. D. 
Hall, who was a close friend of the late 
Gov. 
Greeuhalge. 


The women of the party were driven to 


the home of their host at the conclusion 
of the visit.to the mill, and then President 
MoKinley, Secretaries Long and Alger 
and Attorney-General McKenna took an 
hour's drive through the fiooaac valley 
and around by the base of Greylock moun- 
tain and the Hoosac range. The party 
made numerous short stops to enjoy the 
delightful panorama, which needed only 
a glint of sunlight to present it in its 
highest charm. 
The members of the 


party were much exhilarated by the ride 
and were enthusiastic over the natural 
beauty, especially President 
McKinley 


and Secretary Alger. 


The undemonstrative day was relieved 


of its peculiarity when on that drive the 
party drove near to the Liberty street 
school buildings when the day's studies 
were completed and the children wore 
going home. 
The children surrounded 


the carriages, much to the enjoyment of 
its occupants, and woke up the quiet 
neighborhood with their hearty cheering. 
Cheer after cheer went up and continued 
when the sound of the wheels had died 
away. This volley was more inspiring 
than the long drawn out salute from the 
gun on Wednesday, which opened its 
mouth at exasperatingly long intervals. 


This ride ended the .daylight events. 


The president dined at 7.30 o'clock and 
the remainder of the evening was most 
pleasantly passed with an informal musi- 
cal in which members of the party and 
invited friends took part. In the program 
were violin solos by Dr. E. J3elos Canedy 
of this city, contralto solos and piano 
solos by Miss FIorerceOanedy, singing by 
Thomas .Carne of Adams, tenor, and by 
Miss Mabel McKinley, soprano. 
Miss 


McKinley also played the piano. Be- 
tween the numbers rendered by tTicse

The mansion of John Sloane at Lenox, 


which is to shelter the president, ranks 
fttnong the finest of the fine houses 
in that charming town. It is located on 
the outskirts of the town, and every de- 
tail shows that John Sloane's means are 
not limited. The house at Wyndhurst, as 
this nmgniflcent country seat is called, 
was built in 1893 and designed by Pea- 
body & Stearns, the well-known firm of 
Boston architects. 
It is an imposing 


structure in Tudorian architecture, sug- 
gested from Bearwood, the residence of 
John Walter, the proprietor of the Lon- 
don Times. Like an English mansion, it 
is surronnaed by magnificent grounds. It 
is an ideal spot.
